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THE ENGLISH PEOPLE AND IRISH POLITICS. 


W HEN the hot feelings subside that were aroused by the discussion 
on the Irish Borough Franchise Resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Meldon, the question ‘will still remain whether the Irish house- 
holders, as a people, are or are not fit for the legislative function of saying 
by vote who should represent them in Parliament. There can be little 
doubt that the majority of the members who decided not to lower the 
franchise in the Irish boroughs believed the people who would have been 
enfranchised by Mr. Meldon’s motion being accepted, were unfit for the 
trast sought to be reposed in them, No patriotic man would desire the 
advent of a serious constitutional change, such as the ‘lowering of the 
franchise, so long as there remained a doubt of the fitness of the people 
for exercising the right to vote after such right had been conferred by the 
Parliament ; but, on the other hand, no patriotic man would desire to 
withhold such power to:voteya:day longer than was necessary for a reliable 
decision upon the question of such fitness to vote. The proof of the 
question at issue, then, ought to be sought for with a calmness and 
absence of rancour and distrust befitting an important subject. To go off 
at a tangent, and describe; our countrymen as low, ignorant, brutal, 
drmken;.and the like, lin a.set'speech in Parliament, without ‘producing 
strong evidence of the truth of such remarks, ought to be treated by the 
House as @ contempt of court, unless such language is uttered much more 
in sorrow than in-anger. Chearles'the Fitsf-was executed-for high-treason 
against the people of England, and the member of Parliament who can 
utter such statements against his own countrymen, with a feeling of 
gloating satisfaction, is unworthy the confidence of any section of the 
community. I make no distinction as to either the men or the party to 
which they profess to belong, all such men are unfit for Parliamentary 
honours who are so lost to propriety, and so wanting in love of country. 

In the minds of thoughtful men there exists a conviction that the serene 
atmosphere of Parliament ought to be above the bar-parlour practice of 
cantankerous disputation, and that members ought instead to debate with 
moderation, and decide with a single eye to justice the whole of the 
weighty matters brought before them. That such is not the case is only 
too true, and, accordingly, the fourth estate—the press—has to do that 
for the proposals of reform which the ‘pernicious exhibition of party 
rancour has prevented in Parliament—that is, the weighing, sifting, and 
deciding the merits of schemes propounded im the House. 

What has been the fate of the proposal made by Mr. Meldon to assimi- 
late the Borough Franchise iu the three kingdoms, and how has the result 
been arrived at? The member for Londonderry, Mr. C, Lewis, led the 
opposition, and described his Own countrymen—the householders rated at 
less than four pounds—as men living in eabins and hovels along with 
the lower animal creation, many of the houses being rated at only ten 
shillings a year, and the occupiers amenable to priestly influence—men 
who would be driven to the poll to express the convictions of the Church 
to which they belonged, and not.their own convictions.. .Lord Randolph 
Churchill opposed the resolution of Mr. Meldon. on.the.ground that there 
were many seoget societies in Ireland, and an absence of popular demand 
for the franchi8es® It-wWill be ‘observed that: stone Of. thése “objections 
really touch the question at issue. Though the men were both filthy 
and uniler| priestly influence, still they pay taxes, and are decidedly 
sober and virtuous. No man can deny that Ireland is both the most 
sober part of the three kingdoms and also the freest from crime. Are 
we, then, sure that householders .inj Irish boroughs are filthy,, ignorant, 
and priest- ridden? I believe that if all the postmasters in Great Britain, 
who issue tens of thousands of post orders annually, were asked to 
say who were the most helplessly ignorant of those who apply 
for post orders, they would reply with a loud voice that your English farm 








servant was the worst of the lot. It is none of his fault, poor fellow, but 
such is the case; and, besides, both the farm labourers and the urban popu- 
lation of England generally are as much under thé priestly influence of 
the Established Church as it is possible for the Irish to: become, and yet 
no calamity happens. The surest way to make a ‘patriotic clergy 
and people is to impose a solid and serious duty upon them, and leave tho 
matter to their own judgments as to how they shall perform the trust. 
The surest way to create distrust, and cause the formation of secret and 
hostile societies, is to neglect the yearnings of the people, and publicly 
proclaim the artizan class to be filthy, drunken, and ignorant. © This 
language has at various times been held by the richer class towards tho 
poorer class in nearly the whole of civilised Europe. But this language 
has also received at various times some fearfully stern rebukes—in France 
the great Revolution, in England the frequent riots from 1817 to 1832, 
And still the lessons of history are lost upon our legislature, Would not 
any man rather that he went to Pavliament as the representative of the 
whole male population of a town than that he merely represented a section 
of that town, however honourable that section might be ? 

It is great pity our Parliament is so slow to learn that confidence 
in the people has ever been the basis of the power of great kings. ‘‘ Cut 
an inch deeper,” said the wounded Hussar, from whom the surgeons were 
extracting a ball, “‘ cut an inch deeper, and you will find the emperor.” 
The system of setting up a milestone boundary to the wit of mankind, to 
gauge a householder’s capacity to vote, is as silly and unreal as any test 
could possibly be. If a workman voter ge to live a few miles out of 
town, ten chances to one he will lose the power to vote. In the eye of 
the law a few miles have unfitted him for the franchise. This fact is 
known and admitted in England, but even the large body ‘of Liberal poli- 
ticians doubt that fact as regards Ireland. In that unfortunate conntry 
the land is more uncultivated than either in England or Scotland, in pro- 
portion to.its capacity for fruiifulness; this is mainly the result of absentee 
Iqndlordism, anddespising the peasautry. The landisidle and the people poor. 
The towns of Ireland, also, are visited by the same inertness which afflicts 
the country, and a comparatively low rate of holding obtains throughout 
the towns. Everything in Irelind is cheap, and this very cheapness is 
made the ground for refusing the franchise to householders. It is remark- 
able that Glasgow opntains 10,000 nore voters than all the Irish boroughs 
put together, and yet the Irish boroughs have more than twice the péopu- 
lation of Glasgow, but if the Irish came here, or went to Scotland, they 
would be put on the register at once. This comes of having a milestone 
franchise. If the virtues of the peyple, or the education either, were 
allowed to weigh in the balance, it s more than likely the Irish would 
carry away the palm. The present aromalons state of affairs comes of 
the proverbial ignorance of the Englishconcerning all the possessions of 
the Crown. It is nothing at all remaikable to find a Cabinet Minister 
with as little knowledge of geography as a fifth standard boy in our 
board schools. Even the present Premier made a curious blunder about 
the Straits of Malacca a little while ago, and so the English 
people quietly allow a sister nation to be wronged and insulted from 
generation’ to geticration. It isy¢haritabl to put this down to our 


‘ignorance, for if wo-Had more knowlédge tae fact: would prove us to be 


most.unjust. It is agreeable to think that the schoolmaster is abroad, 
and that Ireland will soon be allowed to occupy her natural’ position in 
these kingdoms—a proud position, the birtaright of a virtuous and 
chivalrous people. Meanwhile, let the Irish pople stand firmly by their 
natural friends, the Liberal party, for, justice t» Ireland and Liberalism 
are copyertible terms.

B ERHAPS one of the most unsatisfactory creatures in existence is the 
Sf¥ maiden who has just left school. She has come home with her head 
oy full of notions which, though they will not stand the wear and tear 
of time, are firm enough while they last. There is an air of mystery 
about her. She looks, indeed, as if she almost carried the whole of the 
secrets of the universe upon her shoulders. If you endeavour to win her 
confidence, you are, probably, cruelly snubbed. If you leave her to her 
own devices, she feels that you are not treating her well, and adopts a 
hostile attitude. She has, possibly, formed an alliance with some other 
girl similar to herself, and the pair act pretty much as if they were lovers. 
When they are not absolutely together they communicate every day, 
or every other day, through the medium of the post-office, the letters which 
they write being as voluminous as they are often confidential and, to tell 
the truth, ungrammatical. They seem to fall into the way of thinking 
that they are in a manner called upon to set themselves up against the 
world; and they appear to imagine that, in the event of great differences 
of opinion existing between themselves and the world, they must be right 
and the world wrong. They will talk a great deal to each other, but, 
generally, they will not say much to those with whom they are brought in 
contact. Their reticence when in promiscuous company is, in a large 
degree, owing to their inordinate self-consciousness. While they have 
an exaggerated idea of their own importance, they are often painfully shy. 
They are ambitious enough to desire to distinguish themselves, but they 
have not sufficient courage tc give their powers full play, and thus they 
become more or less stiff and awkward. They know that they are more 
or less stiff and awkward, and their appreciation of the fact makes them 
even more constrained than they might otherwise be. They are in a 
perpetual state of rebellion against themselves. They have become 
imbued with the idea that they ought to have no inconsiderable portion 
of masculine humanity at their feet. But if a man draws nigh unto them 
their hearts sink into their shoes, and they do one of two disagreeable 
things—they either become monosyllabic or pertly flippant, if not down- 
right rude, They labour under the idea that they themselves are not what 
they ought to be, they perceive only too clearly for their peace of mind their 
own gaucherie, and they are in ignorance of what they ought to talk about 
and how they ought to talk. Still, they retain their overweening pride 
and their determination not to bow their heads to any one. They cannot 
enter a room with the grace and ease that they would like to, but they can, 
and do, enter it with a defiant air. They are unable to convince others 
that they possess the souls of duchesses, but they are able to sit in corners 
feeling in some respects as if they were unrecognised queens, if not looking 
like such high-and-mighty beings. They may blush when they are 
spoken to, they may experience a difficulty in making a speech of 
more than a dozen words; but, all the same, they are resolved not to 
be in any degree weak and yielding. Just as they have a most exalted 
opinion of themselves, so have they a low opinion of others, and especially 
of the male tribe. Boys, in particular, they look upon with the most 
sovereign contempt. It should be explained that, in their opinion, a 
young man, three or four years older than themselves, isa boy. Yet, by 
some strange mischance, they often have three or four “ boys” hanging 
about after them, seeking in vain to win their favour. It would be 
hazardous to assert that the homage of the “boys’’ is unpleasant to them. 
Nevertheless, the poor young men, who are mostly meek, inoffensive 
creatures, ready to put up with almost any amount of ill-usage if they can 
only win a smile now and then, are treated with scanty courtesy and with 
little ceremony discarded when more eligible suitors come along. Indeed, 
there are probably few individuals who are so badly used as the young 
men, with soft hearts and softer heads, who are foolish enough to bestow 
their affections upon maidens who have just left school. Fortunately, 
the maiden who has just left school is only, so to speak, in a chrysalis 
state. She has not, thongh she is pleased to imagine she has, completed 
her education. She learns that society is not made-up of effeminate or 
eccentric French masters, who could appear to have been created to 
excite the giggles of girldom, and frumps of schoolmistresses, who 
would seem to have been born into the world to show that the smiles of 
beauty are not omnipotent. In the course of a few years she becomes 
an elegant and composed woman. She drops what may be called her 
schoolgirl hauteur. Her ideas of her own mission in life become modified. 
She relinquishes the hope that she will win the hearts of a score of men. 
She learns to be civil to “ boys,” though, it must be confessed, to the last 





she retains a condescending, grand-duchess sort of air so far as they are 
concerned. She does not cease to prize her friendships, but she does not 
cease to think that, in order to please one person, she is calied upon to 
displease others. In her developed state you can talk to her without 
feeling that every word which you are saying is giving more or less 
offence, and without feeling that you are leading at least one person to 
think you are an egregious ass.

It comes 
to this, then, that the present Government has depreciated house property in 
Ellesmere Park at the rate of 17 per cent per annum, and it follows thatif a 
Liberal Ministry were to come into power property would at once bound up 
17 per cent, for Mr. Willis carefully states that his house will be let at £75 
“during the term of the present Government.” So soon as the Liberals 
come in the rent is to be raised to £90. Mr. Willis, who is a well-known 
Manchester man, is only following the same track as the Tory brass- 
founder who told Mr. Chamberlain, M.P., that the moment Mr. Gladstone 
came into power he would invest every penny of his money in copper, for it 
would be sure to rise.

TORY CLUB BALANCE SHEETS. 
ACS a rule, nothing can be more unwise than to undervalue the capacity 
A of our opponents, and although the members of The Manchester 
Junior Conservative Club are not a very numerous or a very terrible 
body of men, still, it is the duty of Liberals to recognise their general 
shrewdness and the wisdom of their tactics. In the face of a dwindling 
membership, a falling revenue, and a loss of £207 on the working of the 
year, they have boldly changed the name of the club from that of The 
Manchester Junior Conservative Club to the more dignified, the more 
aristocratic, and the more imposing title—imposing in a double sense—of 
The Manchester Carlton Club. When a Cockney Jingo comes to Man- 
chester to buy beetled twills or printed furnitures and he is asked whether 
he will dine at the Conservative Club ‘‘ over the shops” in Cross Street, 
or at the “Carlton” in St. James’s Square, who can doubt which he will 
choose? The imperial mind of the Jingo will at once decide on the 
“Carlton,” and however much he may be disappointed with the dingy 
rooms, the tall talk which characterises the club will be agreeable to his 
own instincts. He will be told that thongh the Conservative Club in Cross 
Street may have better appointments than the “Carlton,” still the Con- 
servative has had a loss of £800 in one year, and has had its gas cut off 
by the Corporation because its gas bill had not been paid. S80 your Vockney 
Jingo will return to London with the assured conviction that he has 
dined in one of the best clubs in Manchester. We cannot sufficiently 
admire, and we by no means wish to underrate, the audacity and the pluck 
of the Tory Juniors in their present difficulties. It is only when a man 
or a club is in Queer Street that the finest and noblest qualities are devel- 
oped and seen to advantage. From the balance sheet which we print below 
it will be seen that the total revenue of the ‘ Carlton ” from subseriptions 
last year was £566, and there remains a loss on the year of £207. Or if 
we take the tota/ revenue of the club for the year, including entrance fees, 
rent from the caterer, sale of newspapers, &c., &c., it amounts to £784, and 
on that there is a loss of £207, which is at the modest rate of about 264 
per cent per annum! ! It is no wonder then that last week, at the annual 
meeting of the Juniors, it was resolved to attract members by assuming a 
new and a better name; but it is doubtful if that measure will not be 
more than neutralised by the “ whip” of £1. 1s. which has just been 
issued. As we have said, the subscriptions only amount to the very small 
sum of £566, so it is almost impossible for the club to survive long. 
About 820 members pay £1. 1s. each, and 120 pay £2. 28. each, so that 











the total number of members is 440, A glance at the balance sheet will 
show how much overweighted the ‘‘ Carlton” is. Actually the rent and taxes 
are £597, and the subscriptions are £566, or £31 less than the rent and 
taxes! If all the 440 members remain, and if they all pay the ‘ whip,’’ 
the loss will be met for this year, but then, anybody, aay safely 
predict that at least one-third of the members. will resign, owing 
to the “whip” of 50 per cent of the subscription, and so the club 
will sink deeper and deeper into the mire. We have said that the 
“ Carlton "’ is a plucky club, for even with its miserable membership it 
expelled a well-known politician the other day, and what will it be supposed 
was his great and unpardonable offence? He preferred the English 
Toryism of Lord Derby to the Oriental Toryism of Lord Beaconsfield, and 
as he said so, he was expelled! Lord Derby is the president of the Man- 
chester Conservative Club, but still it is considered almost a crime to agree 
with Lord Derby. Truly, Manchester Tories are not avery happy family. 
What has Mr. Maclure to say of such proceedings ?

From the balance sheet, which we give in fall, it will be seen that it is 
assumed that the members of the “Carlton” are the gentlest and the 
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quietest people in the whole wide world. It is estimated that 10 per cent 
is enongh to depreciate furniture, and 15 per cent is sufficient to take off 
** decorations.” It may safely be assumed from such figures that the 
Committee of the “ Carlton ” all live in lodgings, for if any of them were 
householders they would know that “ Decorations,” i.c., paper and paint, 
must be renewed oftener than once in six and a half years, which is equal 


to a depreciation of 15 per cent. Sensible people will agree with us that | 


25 per cent would be nearer the mark, for that would allow for renewals 
once in four years. In a club where rough Jingo meetings are sometimes 
held, even four years may be too long to allow for fragile and flaming 
decorations. 

The contrast between the ‘ Carlton” and the Manchester Junior Reform 
Club cannot be a pleasant one for Manchester Tories, Tho “Carlton” has 
440 members, the Junior Reform has 1000 ; the “ Carlton” lost £207 in the 
year and the Junior Reform made a profit of £273 ; the subscription at the 
Carlton” is practically £3. 3s., and 900 out of 1000 of the members of the 
Junior Reform only pay £1. 1s. It would almost seem as if neither in local 
nor in imperial affairs can Tories be safely trusted with finances. Next week 
we hope to present to onr readers the balance sheet of the Conservative 
Club in Cross Street. We have not set seen it, but as the club lost £800 
last year we may safely predict that there will be another heavy loss this 
year.

THE CORPORATION DOINGS AT BESWICK. 


if  N a few months the inhabitants of this city will wake up to a great fact 
ma which is slowly and surely arriving at completion in Beswick. For 
more than twenty years the once smiling valley of the Medlock has 
been given over to waste, and no one has ever twice visited that neighbour. 
hood in search of the picturesque. Before the L. & Y. loop line was 
constructed the whole township of Beswick, between the two roads to 
Ashton, and also the upper end of Holt Town, consisted of fields which 
produced a fair crop of grass—mainly grazing land, it is true, but some 
portion being mown annually. Little by little the workshops of Messrs, 
Johnson, Mr. Alderman Murray, Messrs. Marsland, Messrs. Forrest & Co., 
and others were erected from bricks made from clay on the land just men. 
tioned, and from that time to the present, Aladdin with his lamp could 
hardly have found a single blade of grass. The tall chimneys of the work. 
shops may nave been forms of beauty to the eyes of their owners, and the 
smoke may have worn the shape of a golden cloud to them, but from that 
time every man has passed like the Camel Driver in Collins’ Eclogues— 





‘Tn silent horror o’er the boundless waste.” 


The fields have been given over to fell destruction by chemical works, 
forges, blasting furnaces, and factory chimneys. The whole of what was 
once a very pretty district—a district which was formerly selected as the 
spot upon which to form a people’s park—has been thoroughly spoiled. 
Not one ear of corn, nor scarcely one blade of grass, has been seen in that 
locality for years, and even the most romantic of our parks has suffered 
the infliction of being ‘‘ damued with faint praise” every spring, 

The Corporation at length formed a cemetery on the land opposite the 
park, building several chapels and residences, and thereby adding consi- 
derably to the attractiveness of the neighbourhood. Then followed the 
construction of a fairly good road from Gorton to Oldbam Road, along side 
the park boundary wall. Afterwards the Corporation began the erection 
of new gasworks upon the Medlock bank, close by the Lancashire and York- 
shire loop line, and lastly the Health Committee have built a tremendous 
works for the manufacture of manure. These works are upon the Man- 
chester side of the loop line, from which it is proposed to have a level 
crossing over Viaduct Street Lane. This road has practically been the 
only communication for carts between Bradford and Beswick on the one 
hand, and Newton Heath on the other, until the recently-constructed road 
along the park boundary. At present Viaduct Street Lane is fully 500 yards 
from any other road between Beswick and Oldham Road, and consequently 
is of the utmost importance to those people who reside in Bradford Road, 
New Islington, and the hundreds of streets in that neighbourhood. But the 
chief importance of the road is found in its central position as a means of 
catching the Varley Street and Hulme Hall Lane Bridges over the Roch- 
dale Canal. For twenty years the railway company have been under the 
engagement to properly pave and sewer Viaduct Street Lane whenever 
called upon to do so, and I can only suppose the Councillors for New 
Cross Ward did not know of this arrangement, or they would never have 
suffered the street to remain in a chronic condition of ruts and mud almost 
enough to render the road impassable at all. However, such has been 
the case, and the Health Committee’s huge caravans of refuse ashes have 
completed the work of rut and mud-making in the lane. The Health 
Committee now propose to close the street altogether, and assert that very 
few people use it. The committee, however, acknowledge the necessity 
for a road, and propose to use the money which the railway company 
would have to expend in paving and sewering Viaduct Street Lane in 
partly defraying the cost of a new bridge across the Medlock, to be erected 
about one hundred yards below the present railway bridge. It is a great 
pity the Health Committee have been so ill advised. If, as they allege, 
few people use Viaduct Street Lane, that is the best of all possible reasons 
for allowing the railway company to carry out their engagement to make 
a good road along the lane. The ratepayers would be saved a considerable 
sum of money inthe construction of a new bridge, which is, on the com- 
mittee's own showing, not urgently needed. But there are two awkward 
facts for the Corporation to face in this matter. One is that they have 
no power to close either that or any road without an Act of Parliamént. 
The other fact is, that Hulme Hall Laneis at the upper end of Viaduct Street, 
connecting Oldham Road, via Hulme Hall Lane, and via Varley Street, with 
the two trunk roads to Ashton, and, indeed, with a little turning through 
Ardwick, with Hyde and Stockport and Stretford Roads. The proposed 
new bridge would throw fully 500 yards away to all the people who use 
that road, as compared with using the present road, besides the waste of 
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capital, and the only gain would be the avoidance of a level railway 
crossing upon a public road. Let the Corporation look to the cases of 
Rochdale Road and Great Ancoats Street. There are level crossings there 
and who ever heard of accidents at them? Yet either of those places must 
be ten thousand times more dangerous than Viaduct Street Lane crossing 
would be., The new bridge proposed is a still greater absurdity, from he 
fact that the streets proposed to be connected at both endsare insignificant 
streets, which lead nowhere in particular, and all the foot passengers 
would be forced to find their way by devious courses to Hulme Hall Lane 
at one end and Viaduct Street at the other end. If the construction of 
the latter street was ever a wise and necessary step, and I most certainly 
afirm it was, the proposed closure of the upper end of Viaduct Street is 
the most inexplicable proceeding imaginable. It is greatly to be hoped 
that wiser counsels will prevail, for a strong opposition before the judges 
jn court is on the cards.

quer can no longer be any doubt, we think, that it was Charles 
}} Peace, and not William Habron, who shot Police-Constable Nicholas 
~” Cock at Whalley Range on the 1st August, 1876. According to 
Peace himself, he was in Manchester ‘‘ doing burglaries,” and he murdered 
Cock because, after being disturbed by Police-Constable Beanland while 
so engaged, he would not let him pass. A remarkable article on the 
trial of the Habrons appeared in the Examiner at the time. After 
reviewing tha evidence given at the Assizes, the writer said :— 
“Such is the whole of the evidence adduced by the prosecution. We are 
not aware that one tittle of any importance has been omitted, and the 
question arises whether it is sufficient to hang a man upon? The three 
brothers, as we have seen, were all apprehended on the outset, but one 
was discharged by the magistrates, another was acquitted by the jury, 
and William alone found guilty. The attempt to identify him with the 
man who crossed the road to stare at Cock and Beanland just before the 
murder cannot be said to be satisfactory. He stood within a few yards 
of them in the glare of the gaslamp. Beanland could see the colour of 
his complexion, and if it had been William Habron, or any one of the 
brothers, the other policeman must have known him ata glance. The 
testimony of the shopman is strong as to identity, but we know from 
experience that no sort of testimony requires to be received with greater 
caution. The pedlar who was apprehended for the murder of the little girl 
at Blackburn was clearlyjidentified as the man who sent the child to buy the 
tobacco. The police made out his identification on the clearest grounds by 
the evidence of half-a-dozen witnesses, and the man would, in all probability, 
have been hanged if the sagacity of a dog had not discovered the real culprit. 
Superintendent Bent entered into the minutest detail respecting the 
correspondence between the impression of a boot found in the muddy soil 
near the scene of the murder and one of the boots worh by the accused, 
but it must be remembered that the jury had no opportunity of making 
& comparison for themselves, and it is open to doubt how far an im- 
pression made in a miry mixture of cinders, sand, and gravel would admit 
of such a nice verification. But the gate is on a road close to the 
gardens where these men worked, it opens upon a road which leads 
to those gardens, and it is certainly far within the limits of possibility 
that the men may have sauntered down the lane, and even lounged 
over the gate, that same night. The threats from time to time used by 
the brothers against this particular policeman no doubt have an awkward 





den 


look, but men of their class always threaten, and seldom carry their 
threats into execution. The murderer carried firearms, and used conical 
bullets. No evidence has been given to show how William Habron hecame 
possessed of either. No shot was found in their possession ; nothing 
beyond two or three percussion caps in the waistcoat of one of the 
prisoners. The waistcoat was given him by his master, and Mr. Deakin 
says it is possible the caps were in the pocket when he gave it him. The 
police have been indefatigable in their search. They have dredged every 
ditch, hunted in every nook, and turned up every suspicious bit of ground, 
but they have not found the weapon with which, on the supposition that 
the accused is guilty, the murder must have been committed. Tho 
case may be admitted to be one of general and even grave suspicion, but 
it is altogether lacking in that conclusiveness which alone would warrant 
a conviction, especially for a capital offence. The jury recommended 
William Habron to mercy. Why? If guilty, they must have felt that he 
deserved to die. Probably, after the illogical fashion of juries, they set the 
recommendation to mercy over against a certain deficiency of proof which, 
although strong enough to inspire a ‘‘ moral conviction” of his guilt, left 
some unsatisfied misgiving to be quieted by anappealformerey. The absence 
of a Court of Criminal Appeal for the re-hearing of doubtful cases like the 
present makes it difficult to see what course can beadopted, but we trust at all 
events thata reprieve will be granted and time allowed for further considera- 
tion.”’ We ourselves disliked the verdict, and, therefore, we were amongst 
those who signed the petition for a reprieve. It was well that Mr. Cross 
acceded to the petition. What’s to be done now? William Habron has 
been pining in a convict establishment for the last twenty-seven months. 
Habron always asserted his innocence. The evidence against him was 
certainly not conclusive. We expect to see him released in the course of 
a fow days, and we hope that the Treasury will see that he is properly 
compensated, so far as he can be compensated, for what now seems to 
have been a fearful wrong.
